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Note of dissent 


jl 4. Bariala (SC) 

Traditiionally this is an unreserved seat. The neighbouring constituency 3, 
Bamutia is presently reserve for the SC. As per the guideline of the Commission 
SC reserved seat are to be distributed through out the state on the basis of the 
population. I regret to state that inspite of the fact that Khowai Subdivison under 
West Tripura District District with an SC population of 55,084 which amounts to 
18.76% of the total population, no seat has been reservd for the SC. My 
submission would be to delimit constituency in such a manner that constituency 
emerges with a high SC population reserving it for the SC s. 

ii) 6, Agartala, 7, Ramnagar, 8, Bardwali, 9, Banamalipur may kindly be 
delimited as per the proposals submitted to your kind self in a meeting held on 
23 rd Dec, 2004 at New Delhi. 

iii) 28. Teliamura 

Sardukarkari mouja under hawaibari tehsil presently with 29, krishnapur 
constituency be excluded & included with 28, Teliamura Assembly Constituency. 

iv) 29. Krishnapur 

This Constituency should be abolished and a new Constituency which 
presently exists in in the name & style of 27, Kalyanpur be revived reserving it for 
the SC’s. The total SC population of Khowai Subdivision is 55,084 which 
amounts to 18.76% of the total population of Khowai Subdivision. But 
surprisingly no Assembly Constituency has been reserved for the SC in the entire 
Subdivision. So the mere purpose of distributing the lOnos. of SC Constituency 
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through out the state shall be frustrated if Khowai Subdivison inspite of 
having 18.76% of SC population is deprived of reserving Assembly segment for 
SC. So my submission is that Kalyanpur, which has a historical background and 
is named after Maharaja Kalyan Kishore Bikram Manikya should not be 
abolished. Also Kalyanpur happens to be the Block HQ. Of Kalyanpur RD Block. 
All major offices, Banks, Post office, Central Govt, offices. Schools, Colleges, PS 
& Hospitals etc. are located at Kalyanpur. Hence, Kalyanpur should be restored 
and be made SC reserved constituency. I would also add here that ST 
population comprises of 41% in the Subdivision. So keeping in view the 
sensitivity and volatile nature of the Subdivision, I would submit that not more 
that 3 Assembly Constituency should be reserved for the ST’s in the Subdivision. 
Hence, my proposals is to abolish the Krishnapur Assembly Constituency and 
restore Kalyanpur Assembly Constituency declaring it to be SC reserve. 

The proposal submitted by myself in the meeting held on 23 rd Dec. 2004 may 
kindly be considered. 

v) 50, Pabiacherra (SC) 

Initially 52, Chandipur Assembly Constituency was made reserved for the 
SC s. But since, the interest of the states health minister who represents this 
constituency hails from genera! community would be affected, the Associate 
Members of the CPI(M) excluded Jagannathpur mouja and included goldharpur 
mouja to minimize the percentage of SC population. 50 Pabiacherra and 51, 
Fatikroy which are neighbouring adjacent constituencies have been made SC 

reserved. I strongly object to it and propose that 52, Chandipur be made reserve 
for the SC’s. 
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In case of Parliamentary Constituencies I, object to the ill and Politically 
motivated proposal as submitted by Associate Members of CPI(M) and been 
published in draft publication. I stand by the proposal as was published as draft 
working paper.
